REGARDING STABLING. 


HERE was ample precedent for Joseph E. 

Widener’s announcement from Miami last 
week that horses stabled at Tropical Park would 
not be permitted to race at Hialeah Park, and 
the Florida Racing Commission may yet find 
that it has been unwise in ruling that horses 
may race at all courses in that State regardless 
of where stabled. 


The late Luke Cassidy put the restrictive rule 
concerning stabling into the Hialeah Park book 
in the time of Joseph M. Smoot’s presidency 
of the Miami Jockey Club, original owners of the 
plant, now highly improved and the property of 
the Miami Racing Association. The rule appeared 
in bold face type on page six of the condition 
book for the 45 days meeting which began at 
Hialeah Park January 15 and closed March 7 
last. The rule read: “No entries accepted for 
horses stabled outside of the grounds.” 

For a long time a similar rule has appeared in 
the rule book of the Kentucky State Racing Com- 
mission and, of course, is applicable to the La- 
tonia, Louisville, Lexington, Henderson and Ash- 
land tracks. That rule reads: “No entry shall 
be received of any horse not stabled upon the 
grounds of the Association where the race is run, 
unless its stabling elsewhere has been approved 
by such Association.” 


The Kentucky Association, operating at Lex- 
ington the oldest racing plant west of the Alle- 
gheny Mountains, regularly publishes the above 
quoted rule in its condition books. 

The same rule, worded identically, is in the 
book of the Illinois Turf Association and is ap- 
plicable to all race tracks in Illinois operating 
under the jurisdiction of the governing body in 
that State. 

The Arlington Park book for the 1931 meeting 
carried the rule, reading as follows: ‘No entry 
shall be received of any horse not stabled upon 


where has been approved by the Racing Secre-

7 the grounds of the Club, unless its stabling else- 


tary. 

In Ohio, the book for the summer meeting at 
Bainbridge Park had the rule reading: “The entry 
of a horse not stabled upon the grounds of the 


Association will not be received unless its stabling 
elsewhere has been approved by the Manage- 
ment.” 


The Montreal Jockey Club promulgated the rule 
as follows for 1931 meetings at Blue Bonnets: 
“Owners or trainers, having horses stabled at the 
Course, or in quarters approved by the Montreal 
Jockey Club, cannot remove them nor substitute 
others in their place until a permit has been ob- 
tained from the Customs Official in charge of 
the Course.” 


All of this goes to show that the right of ac- 
ceptance or rejection of horses for a race meet- 
ing rests with the organization giving the 
meeting. 

Mr. Widener was well within his rights when 
he announced that no entries would be accepted 
of horses stabling at Tropical Park, even though 
in that instance application of the rule appeared 
as a weapon in a ‘war’ that was opened 
when the Tropical Park people applied for cer- 
tain of the dates which it was generally thought 
would be occupied, and which would have very 
likely been occupied by Hialeah Park, except for 
the political pressure that the Tropical Park 
group was able to bring to bear upon a newly 
appointed Florida Racing Commission, which has 
since seen fit, this time under civil pressure, to 
make a change in the dates and to unwisely pro- 
duce a clash. 

The statement of Chairman L. D. Reagin to 
the effect that the Commission would not permit 
“discriminatory measures on the part of any race 
track owners or operators” and the Commission’s 
subsequent framing of an “open gate’’ rule dis- 
closes its unfamiliarity with precedent and even, 
we think, with the rules of racing. 


Mr. Widener has said that he and his associates 
will, of course, adhere to the Commission’s ruling, 
but with preference being given to horses stabled 
at Hialeah Park when the races are over-filled. 

Meanwhile horsemen appear to have been bene- 
fited to the extent that the Commission’s action 
has the effect of removing from them the neces- 
sity for assuming one side or the other in the 
controversy between the two associations and 
they are to have more racing thereby.

He said it would be short lived and now he com- 
ments: “Outside of Chicago, Baltimore and New 
York City, I don’t believe there is a track in the 
country that could support an open betting ring 
any more. The expenses to run a race meeting 
have gone too high.” 

Worse. 

“Mention was made in this column a week or 
So ago,” says Bob Saxton, Sporting Editor of The 
Cincinnati Enquirer on the “All Sorts” page last 
Sunday, “that certain portions of winter racing 
are worse right now than they were 30 years ago, 
and if you don’t believe it, ask those in attend- 
ance at the two winter tracks operating right 
now.”” The tracks operating right now are Jef- 
ferson Park, New Orleans; Agua Caliente, Mexico, 
and Tanforan, San Francisco. To which two 
of the three was the reference made, we wonder, 
and to which “portions” ? 


Reduction. 

Recollecting that Judge Joseph A. Murphy once 
said that, as he quotes it, “Anyone who cannot 
afford to bet at least $5 to a race has no business 
on a race track,’’ Buck Weaver, in The Louisville 
Times, calls attention to the reduction of “min- 
imum place options” at Tanforan and comments: 
“The $2 bettor is the nucleus of racing. Without 
him the sport cannot subsist, not even on Park 
Avenue or Sheridan Road. And Joe Murphy evi- 
dently has learned.” 

Aziz. 

The veteran Jack Robinson, long time member 
of the sporting staff of The Herald-Post (Louis- 
ville), now is conducting a column for that highly 
improved publication, entitled: “Aziz In Our Turf 
Affairs.” Mr. Robinson thinks that Kentucky

If Kay Spence can bring the Jones colt up to the 
engagement in the form he enjoyed at Churchill 
Downs last spring, he assuredly would be trouble- 
some, even to Phar Lap, were that outlander 
among the starters. [It makes good reading, but 
Gallant Knight's name is not on the list of eligi- 
bles for the Agua Caliente Handicap. Another 
case of Harry Pollok’s publicity.—Ed. ]

EIL NEWMAN and Norris Royden, who have 
inspected him, like Sun Apollo, that yearling 
brother to Sun Beau, Willis Sharpe Kilmer has 
at Binghampton, N. Y. Friend Neil also saw a 
contribution from Sally’s Alley and a _half- 
brother to another good racer, Starpatic, we be- 
lieve, which appear to have the makings of sure- 
fire race horses. The earnings champion’s broth- 
er is said to have an abundance of size.

HAT English Derby winner, Manna, is begin- 

ning his stud career rather ostentatiously 
and his fine reputation in that role is interna- 
tional in its scope. He is represented in his na- 
tive England by several prominent candidates for 
the next Epsom Derby, among them the crack 
Mannamead, and in this country by that classy 
youngster in the Fair Stable, Sweeping Light, a 
Champagne winner which came dangerously near 
winning the Hopeful and which is accounted by 
many an outstanding prospect for the next Ken- 
tucky Derby. Manna is bringing posthumous 
fame to his sire, Phalaris. It is a favorable 
augury for Manna’s future at stud that he breeds 
strictly to type. Sweeping Light bears a striking 
resemblance to Mannamead, judging by the pho- 
tograph of the latter appearing in THE BLOOD- 
HORSE recently. Those qualified to speak on the 
subject say they are counterparts of their sire. 


NOTE TO OLD ROSEBUD 
Dear “Old Rosebud”’: 


I enjoy your Odds and Ends very much, and be- 
cause I sometimes disagree with you, it makes it 
so much more interesting. 


A few weeks ago you mentioned a number of 
mares that had influenced Turf history, and you 
left out La Fleche. We all have our weaknesses 
and I must admit to having a great weakness for 
this mare. Having seen her race and beat some 
very good horses at long distances—horses, by 
the way, that have made Turf history in the stud 
since then—TI frankly admit that I watch with 
more interest the career of any horse that carries 
her blood. 


I think, quite foolishly perhaps, that Twenty 
Grand gets a good percentage of his excellence 
from her. This may be “childish (second) ignor- 
ance,” but is not part of the pleasure we get from 
the Thoroughbred made up of just such folly? 

Iam a theorist and I know you don’t like them; 
you say, “Most of them don’t even know which 
side of walking horses to stand on.’’ Well, by the 
way, which side of a “walking’’ horse do you 
stand on? Personally I prefer the off side; you 
can see them better; the boy is not in the way. 


You say that you ‘“wouldn’t trade a true scion 
of the House of Domino for all the St. Simon and 
Bend Ors you can crowd into an Arms-Palace 
horse car.”” Well, I do really admire your patri- 
otism, but I cannot help thinking with Edith 
Cavell, “Patriotism alone is not enough.” But I 
assure you that Domino also is one of my weak- 
nesses and although I did not agree with what 
you said about his House (not entirely, that is) 
still, if you ever come to Canada I will buy you 
a real honest to goodness bottle that we will drink 
together to Domino.

LITTLE VISITS TO THE STUDS

TO STADACONA FARM. 
YING at the extreme western end of, and fac- 
ing south on the Worthington Valley is one 
of Maryland’s newest stud farms, Stadacona 
Farm. Here live those two ardent horse lovers, 
Mr. and Mrs. Charles W. Williams and here also 
is domiciled one of the foremost sires brought to 
Maryland since the days of Lord Baltimore. For 
years Campfire, a handsome dark chestnut, about 
16 hands and winner of the Futurity, Hopeful, 
and many other stakes, has been sending winners 
to the races, and it is quite on the cards that, 
under the watchful eye of Manager Walter Gen- 

try, he will continue to do so. 

When we visited Stadacona we were met by 
Mr. and Mrs. Williams and Walter Gentry, just 
arrived from Pennsylvania to take charge of the 
stud. We were escorted first to the hunter stable, 
where are kept the six working and show hunters 
which at this season get plenty to do. This barn 
is well equipped with large stalls, tack room, feed 
room with steam feed cooker, electric oat crusher, 
etc. Passing through a sliding door but under 
the same roof we came into the broodmare barn 
with 12 stalls 12x14, and one 14x16 for foaling 
mares. 

The arrangement of this barn is novel. It is 
H-shaped with the north side enclosed and the 
south side open and with eight stalls forming 
the bar of the H. These stalls are four on each 
side, back to back, the rear partitions being of 
wire screening and the sides solid to the ceiling, 
giving cross ventilation. A useful contrivance, 
not often seen in stables, is the manure carrier 
which goes through all the stables and dumps its 
contents into a manure spreader for which a 
special space is provided. A huge hay loft is 
over the whole barn and it is amply lighted by 
electricity and has four large water faucets. All 
the stalls and passages are floored with the local 
red clay, so good for horses’ feet. 

Near the broodmare barn is the new stallion 
barn. not quite completed, but soon to be. This 
building has four stalls 12x12 in a square. The two 
which open into the stallions’ 10 acre paddock on 
the south side are for stallions, while the two on 
the north are for the mare and teaser. There is 
a screened opening in the wall between these two 
stalls and the mare’s stall opens into the adjacent 
breeding shed. This is on the east side and is 
about 25x40 feet and has a large’ sliding door 
enabling it to be used by the stallion in bad 
weather. 

Three other small stables of four, five and six 
Stalls are used to house broodmares, etc., one be- 
ing used as isolation quarters for all visiting 
mares on their first arrival. 

About 75 feet from the stables is a very well 
equipped, modern dormitory for the men’s use, 
complete with sitting room, showers, etc. 

Stadacona covers about 125 acres divided into 
about 11 paddocks. Three streams run through 
its pastures, giving plenty of fresh water all 
round. The farm is adjacent to the Sagamore 
Farm of Mrs. Charles Minot Amory. 

Among the mares now at the farm are French 
Doll, a medium sized chestnut. in foal to Camp- 
fire and by Superman out of Miss Hope, by Bal- 
lot; Tavy, a grand 3-yearold chestnut daughter 
of *St. Germans and Alster Cress, by *Water- 
cress, tracing to Hamburg Belle, winner of the 
Futurity, and First Over, by Captain Alcock out 
of Sensitive, by Kismet, in foal to Clonsilla. 


The Finn’s handsome daughter, Miss Nurmi, 
out of Star Dreamer, by Star Ruby, is in foal to - 
that prolific old sire of winners, Trojan. Another 
mare we liked is the Jim Gaffney mare, Yonder, 
out of Far Beyond, by *Star Shoot. *Janedith 
B., by Glanmerin out of Slavey, by Cylba, has 
won many show ring ribbons for her owners and 
is now to be bred to Campfire, as will all the 
other mares mentioned. This mare has a won- 
derfully fine head and neck and should make a 
good broodmare. 

Having been piloted all round the farm, we 
repaired to the very attractive 13-rooms stone 
house where we had the pleasure of inspecting 
the library. Here were some wonderful and val- 
uable horse books and we could have stayed for 
hours, but time was pressing. 

The Williamses have been enthusiastic hunter 
and show horse people but expect to devote their 
energies mostly to raising Thoroughbreds in the. 
future. The policy of the farm is to breed for 
the market exclusively, hence the acquisition of 
Campfire. With a good, natural location, a few 
good mares, to which more will be added later, 
and enthusiastic owners cooperating with an ef- 
cicient manager, it seems very likely that suc- 
cess will reward their efforts. 


MESSRS. WEATHERBY WIN. 

In as much as a considerable number of copies 
of the book, Thoroughbred Mares Record, were 
sold in America, it will be of interest to readers 
of THE BLoop-HORSE on this side of the Atlantic 
to know that Messrs. Weatherby & Sons, who are 
agents of the English Jockey Club in the publi- 
cation of the General Stud Book, have won an 
action at law against the Galopin Press, Limited, 
and Josiah Francis Mainwaring Sharp, its man- 
aging director. The case was heard in the 
Chancery Division of the High Court of Justice 
in London before Mr. Justice Eve. 

The plaintiffs did not press for damages, but 
asked for an injunction and the delivery or 
destruction of the infringing copies. It was the 
contention of the plaintiffs that the defendants 
in preparation of the matter contained in the 
book had copied wholesale from the General Stud 
Book, and by so doing had infringed the copy- 
right. The defendants claimed that the funda- 
mentals were gathered from private sources, and 
denied that much of the matter was taken from 
the General Stud Book. The plaintiffs were able 
to show that even mistakes made in the General 
Stud Book had been copied into the Thoroughbred 
Mares Record, and that other details had been 
followed. 

In giving his decision, Mr. Justice Eve said: 
“T have arrived at the clear conclusion that from 
a very early date the defendant has systemati- 
cally, and with due notice of the risk he was 
running, copied information which belonged to 
the plaintiffs, and to which he had no legitimate 
claim.” 

An injunction was granted and the judge or- 
dered delivery to Messrs. Weatherby of all copies 
of Mr. Sharp’s book still in the possession or 
under the control of the defendants. A stay of 
execution was refused.

BAN IS LIKELY. 


S was intimated in THE BLOOD-HORSE of No- 

vember 28 (page 638), a resolution has been 
prepared, and is to be presented to The Jockey 
Club at its meeting in New York on Thursday of 
this week, designed to put objectionable racing 
under the ban by outlawing all horses and men 
participating at meetings on unrecognized tracks. 
As written, we understand, the resolution pro- 
poses to designate as unrecognized tracks all 
such as are of less than one mile in circumfer- 
ence, but exempting tracks on State Fair grounds 
and the grounds of other fairs which are of five 
days or less duration and sanctioned by the laws 
of the States in which they are held. 

In Kentucky the right is given for fairs of six 
days or less to have racing with betting without 
the payment of a daily license tax and without 
being placed under the jurisdiction of the State 
Racing Commission, so it would be well if The 
Jockey Club would fix the number of days at 
six, instead of five, in the resolution. Five is the 
limit of days for exemption in Maryland and the 
resolution very likely was written to conform to 
that fact, the law in Kentucky having been over- 
looked. 

THE BLOOD-HORSE suggestion, as made on page 
638, November 28, was that “the expression ‘half- 
mile track’ not be used in the proposed rule,” and 
that it “should be so written that it would ban 
racing at any objectionable course, regardless of 
circumference, length or location.” 

Out of the discussion that has followed the 
announcement that the resolution would be of- 
fered we find that Kenneth T. Dawes, Chairman 
of the Canadian Racing Associations, expressing 
thoughts upon the subject similar to those of 
THE BLOOD-HORSE, and he is thus quoted in a 
Montreal dispatch to Daily Running Horse (New 
York): 

“Good, clean, sporting race meetings can be 
conducted at half-mile, three-quarter mile, or any 
other size tracks, providing they are handled by 
competent officials, and in a fashion in keeping 
with the best traditions of racing. 

“IT have not at any time commented disparag- 
ingly on the half-mile tracks,” said Dawes, ‘“un- 
less I may have used that expression in a general 
way to denote racing of inferior quality. My be- 
lief is that there can be good racing on a half- 
mile track, just as good, in many respects, as on 
the larger tracks. It is all a matter of efficient 
officials, = will keep the sport clean and above 
reproach and above suspicion. 

“What I do earnestly advocate is that rulings 
against jockeys, owners and trainers promulgated 
by the leading courses, or by any courses, should 
be respected on all tracks. Unfortunately, in 
many cases this is not done. It seems obvious to 
me that for their own self protection tracks should 
not tolerate the presence of persons against whom 
there are rulings from other courses, but last 
season we have a number of instances of this. 
I am in favor of outlawing all who participate 
in racing on tracks where such riders, owners, 
trainers or others are allowed to become part of 
the racing. 

“This would apply to any track, regardless of 
its dimensions. It seems to me that tracks should 
do this for their own protection. Rulings are not 
issued at random, but are made only after care- 
ful investigation. There always is a sound basis 
for such rulings, and the dishonesty or other of- 


fence is amply proven before the ruling is made. 
Why any tracks should then tolerate the pres- 
ence'of those thus disciplined is not understand- 
able. It lowers their own prestige, and automati- 
cally brands them as the only outlaws of racing, 
the size of the track doesn’t matter.” 


A. M. Orpen, of Toronto, who heads the group 
controlling Kenilworth at Windsor, and Duffer- 
in Park and Long Branch at Toronto, when he 
was questioned on the subject of the proposal, 
very curtly said: ‘They can’t legislate in Can- 
ada.” He was told that the Canadian Racing As- 
sociation was in favor of the move and he is 
quoted by the Toronto correspondent of The 
Morning Telegraph (New York) as having said: 
“T don’t think much of them if they are.” 


The Morning Telegraph also quotes Algernon 
Daingerfield, assistant secretary of The Jockey 
Club, as having said that the purpose of the reso- 
‘lution is to improve the condition of the Turf in 
general and that in this may be the weapon for 
which breeders and certain racing groups have 
been seeking to eliminate the cheap selling plater. 
We get this also from The Morning Telegraph: 


” "It is a well-konwn fact,’ Mr. Daingerfield said, 
‘that some riders and trainers on half-mile courses 
throughout the Middle-West and Canada are 
working without a license granted by any reputa- 
ble racing body. This is a serious condition, and 
their actions in many instances do not do the 
sport a bit of good.’ 


“According to letters and information now on 
file at the offices of The Jockey Club, the situa- 
tion in Ohio had aroused numerous compaints 
from persons who reside in that section. It is 
alleged that some of the meetings in that section 
are run in a careless, inefficient manner. 


““Those meetings are just run for financial 
gain,’ said Mr. Daingerfield, ‘and the methods 
used in many instances to make money are shock- 
ing. A trainer’s license is granted to any one 
who is in good standing and indorsed by reputable 
men by recognized bodies. At some of those 
half-mile tracks any one can be programmed as 
the trainer and in many cases the real trainer of 
the horses programmed to run has been in trouble 
with one or another racing body. Unless there is 
some drastic action taken, this condition will de- 
velop into a cancer and that means death to rac- 
ing.’ ” 

There has been correspondence on the subject 
between the offices of The Jockey Club and those 
of the Maryland State Racing Commission, the 
Kentucky State Racing Commission and the 
Canadian Racing Associations for a year or so, 
— these organizations now seem to be in ac- 
cord. 


FUTURITY DISTANCE CHANGED. 

The Westchester Racing Association is sending 
out nomination blanks for the Futurity of 1934 
and the Matron Stakes of 1933, the former for 
entire colts and fillies and the latter for fillies 
only, each for 2-year-olds of the year of running. 
Nominations close Saturday, January 2, 1931. It 
is noted that the distance of the Futurity has been 
changed from the Futurity Course, 165 feet less 
than seven furlongs, to an even six furlongs, over 
the Belmont Park straightaway, known as the 
Widener Course. Filly foals of 1931 are eligible 
for nomination to the Matron Stakes. Mares 
covered in 1931 may be named for the Futurity. 
Advertisement of these two highly important 
fixtures appears on page 764 of this issue, to 
which our readers are referred.

MIAMI DATES CHANGED. 
Ft we having received protests from Mayor 
Robert W. Marshall, City Clerk A. P. Walter 
and other residents of Hialeah, wherein the dates 
as originally fixed for Hialeah Park were charac- 
terized as “unfair” and the Florida Racing Com- 
mission’s action was pictured as “unwise,” the 
Commission, at a meeting held Friday, December 
11, at Tampa, changed the dates to be as follows: 
Tropical Park, first meeting, December 26 to January 


16, 19 days. 
Hialeah Park, one meeting, January 14 to February 
27, 39 days. 


Tropical Park, second meeting, February 22 to March 
19, 24 days. 


The previous schedule gave Tropical Park two 
meetings, the first of 13 days, beginning Decem- 
ber 26 and ending January 9, and the second of 
24 days, beginning February 22 and ending 
March 19, a total of 37 days. It gave Hialeah 
Park 36 days, beginning January 11 and ending 
February 20. The net result of the Commission’s 
action at Tampa was to create a clash of meet- 
ings on nine days. It made no change in the 
season’s opening date, December 26, nor in the 
season’s closing date, March 19. Hialeah Park’s 
meeting was increased from 36 to 39 days and 
Tropical Park’s total was increased from 37 to 
43 days. The nine clashing dates are January 
14, 15, 16 and February 22, 23, 24, 25, 26 and 27. 
It will be interesting to follow the working out 
of this schedule. It takes a community many 
times the size of Miami, even with the addition 
of its winter time visitors, to support two race 
tracks holding meetings on the same days. 

The Commission also promulgated the follow- 
ing stabling rule: “It shall be the duty of each 
association licensed by this Commission to re- 
ceive entries from all owners or their authorized 
agents regardless of where their horses are 
stabled. There shall be no discrimination against 
any track or owner of horses on account of where 
horses are stabled at time of entry. However, the 
racing secretary may give preference to horses 
stabled on the ground.” 

Reads somewhat as if it might have been 
chopped out with a meat axe by a butcher in a 
hurry. Nothing is said about the standing of 
owners. It is the presumption, of course, that 
the rule means that entries only from owners in 
good standing and entries only of horses in good 
standing shall be accepted, but the rule doesn’t 
say so. 

At any rate, both Joseph E. Widener, for Hia- 
leah Park, and Frank J. Bruen, for Tropical 
Park, have accepted the dates and the rule, and 
Mr. Widener has said that he will not now un- 
dertake to influence any horsemen stabled at 
Hialeah Park from racing at Tropical Park if 
they desire to do so, but he still feels and still 
says that the Tropical Park people broke faith 
with him and with the people of Miami and Dade 
County, having said in paid advertisements in 
the newspapers, he says, that they would not 
undertake to disturb Hialeah Park’s position as 
regards dates if the voters would ratify their 
permit to hold meetings. 

Tropical Park, judging by photographs re- 
ceived Tuesday of this week, but too late for pub- 
lication in this issue of THE BLOOD-HORSE; will be 
in shape for opening on December 26, though, of 
course, the scars will not be off the plant for 
some time. Frank J. Bruen and his forces have 
certainly been “stepping on the gas,” to accom- 


plish as much of the building program as they 
have in so brief a period. 

A friend of THE BLOOD-HORSE who now is in 
Miami writes: “Tropical Park is ready to race 
and anyone wanting to ship there can get accom- 
modations. I have been assured of that. Write 
to H. D. Munroe, racing secretary, or to Frank 
Bruen, room 207 Calumet Building, Miami.” 

Another friend writes THE BLOOD HORSE: 
“Joseph E. Widener’s controversy with Frank 
Bruen has been partially adjusted. Mr. Widener 
had the Tropical Park people in quite a hole, and 
they made him some concessions, but should have 
gracefully gone all the way, because the senti 
ment of the entire community is behind him. The 
natives speak very feelingly about the snide treat- 
ment Mr. Widener received from the politicians 
and will register their disapproval at the polls. 
I look for very few horses stabled at Hialeah 
Park to race at Tropical Park.”

WAITING FOR FAIR GROUNDS. 


HE Jefferson Park meeting continues on its 

way, with programs made up usually of six 
$600 purses and one $700 purse, cheap selling 
platers making up most of the cards. The meet- 
ing is getting very little public support, but 
THE BLOOD-HORSE hears from horsemen and 
others that it is the management, and not the 
public, which is at fault. A genuine upturn in 
public support and in the quality of racing will 
be noted as soon as the Fair Grounds meeting 
opens, January 25, is the prediction of men who 
have seen the conditions. New Orleans, they 
declare, has not suffered from the depression to 
anything like the extent many other big cities 
have. Apparently the race-going public considers 
itself “wise” to Jefferson Park. Best race of last 
week at that track was the Green Wave Handi- 
cap (named for Tulane’s great football team), 
December 12, in which Edward Haughton’s 
October claim, Wotan, defeated Tannery and 
others and won his fourth consecutive race.

OMINATIONS for the third Agua Caliente 

Handicap, to be run Sunday, March 20, 1932, 
number 55. For the first running, 1930, there 
were 80 nominations, for the second running, 71. 
The name of the Australian champion, Phar Lap, 
is the most famous on the list. American repre- 
sentation against the invader consists of Dr. 
Freeland, Plucky Play, Reveille Boy, Marine, 
Spanish Play, Vander Pool, Lady Broadcast, Bar- 
gello and lesser lights. The added money for the 
race is $100,000, and the winner is guaranteed

of $7,500 or one race of $15.000 after publication 
of weights. An additional $100 will be due March

PHAR LAP ON THE WAY. 


Agua Caliente last week furnished the informa- 
tion that the Australian champion, Phar Lap, will 
arrive in San Francisco, Cal., January 5, aboard 
the SS. Monoai, from Auckland, New Zealand. 
He embarked at Auckland after having shipped 
from Australia and rested a week for the sec- 
ond leg of the journey. His owner, D. J. Davis, 
is due now at Agua Caliente. Special arrange- 
ments for the reception and care of the great 
gelding are being made at Agua Caliente, where 
he is to compete on Sunday, March 20, in the 
$100,000 added Agua Caliente Handicap. 


PEGGY J. WINS; LEJOY BREAKS DOWN. 

S. Buckland’s 3-year-old filly, Peggy J. (98), 
low-weight among the 10 which went to the post 
at Tanforan December 12, for the first A. B. 
Spreckels Memorial Handicap ($5,000 added, all 
ages, Spreckels Course, 170 feet less than one 
mile), had no trouble in leading the way by 
three lengths at the finish, with the Oak Tree 
Stable’s Bahamas (2-y-o, 101) second, three and 
one-half lengths ahead of W. C. and E. W. 
Reichert’s much raced My Dandy (107). Fourth 
money went to the Piedmont Stable’s *Hey Did- 
dle Diddle. The race was marked by crowding 
and other mishaps. A. A. Baroni’s Lejoy, a re- 
cent stakes winner, broke down on the far turn 
and was pulled up. Peter B. Kyne’s Kamalii was 
allowed to go to the post but the management 
would sell no options on her because of her 
notorious reputation as a bad actor. It would not 
do to sell claiming options on her, it was ex- 
plained, since she might be barred at any time 
from further competition. The filly performed 
as usual. After acting badly at the barrier she 


wheeled at the start and threw her rider, B. Matt. 
My Dandy was in trouble twice on the second 
turn and had to be pulled up. Hot Shot set the 
early pace and when she weakened was _ suc- 
ceeded by Bahamas, but the filly, which G. 
Smith had kept close to the front, easily outran 
Bahamas in the last furlong. Behind the first 
four the order of finish was as follows: Sundot 
(3-y-o, 107), Jim Dandy (101), Hot Shot (116), 
Polydorus (108), Lejoy (2-y-o, 102), Kamalii

DEATH OF JOHN WEBER. 


Double pneumonia took the life of Trainer 
John Weber, 53 years old, at the Mercy Hospital, 
San Diego, Cal., December 9. The disease worked 
rapidly, cutting him down within a few days 
after he had contracted a cold at Agua Caliente, 
where he had been experiencing considerable suc- 
cess with the horses of Walter Dupee. Mr. 
Weber had been connected with the Turf for 
many years. He was a jockey in the western 
sector in the time of “Snapper” Garrison and at 
one time was rider for Edward Corrigan. In re- 
cent years, before accepting a position as trainer 
for Mr. Dupee, he had been head trainer at Carl- 
ton Burke’s Greenfield Farm, where the Cali- 
fornia sportsman kept many fine polo ponies. 
Just before the death of the trainer, Mr. Dupee 
had sold a half interest in his stable to Thomas 
Fortune Ryan III, representative of a wealthy 
family long noted in racing, being a son of Barry 
Ryan. 


IVAN PARKE. 

Editor George J. Meyer of The Home-Stretch 
(San Francisco) thinks Manager Crofton would 
do well to “hire one of those war time censors, 
for there are more unreliable, untruthful, state- 
ments coming out of Agua Caliente than there 
are out of Russia,” and adds: ‘One of the latest 
is that Ivan Parke will be training his wife’s 
horses. Why, Parke will be lucky if Judge 
Nelson lets him even stay on the grounds, let 
alone give him trainer’s license. Dollar’s to 
doughnuts Parke couldn’t ship a horse to one of 
Nelson’s Canadian tracks.” 


THOMAS FORTUNE RYAN IIL. 

Thomas Fortune Ryan III last week bought 
a half interest in the stable of Walter H. Dupee 
at Agua Caliente. Fourteen horses are already 
included in the string, and others probably will 
be added. The 14 included Xenofol, which finished 
second to Gallant Fox in the Dwyer Stakes of 
1930. John Weber, trainer of the stable, died 
in a La Jolla hospital last week. 


MICKELWAIT’S FORECAST. 

Charles E. Mickelwait, writing us from San 
Diego, Cal., makes the following forecast of the 
Agua Caliente Handicap weights, which are to 
be announced January 2: 

“It is not likely Handicapper John B. Camp- 
bell will go beyond the scale in making his 
weights for the Agua Caliente Handicap. Phar 
Lap will undoubtedly be assigned top weight of 
129 pounds, with Dr. Freeland and Marine as 
foundation horses. Weights will be extremely 
low on most of the other horses.” 


MAY VOTE ON BETTING. ' 


In California initiative petitions seeking to have 
placed on the ballot at the 1932 general election 
the question of legalization of betting on horse 
races at race courses are being prepared for 
circulation. Approximately 110,000 names will 
be necessary, according to calculations made by 
election officials. 


SHADES OF HUITZILOPOCHTLI! 

Trainer C A. Hartwell received at Tanforan 
last week from Pleasanton, Cal., five Hawaiian- 
bred 2-year-olds which he will race as the prop- 
erty of Mrs. A. Compton. Four are by Rodgers, 
one by Overall.

KENTUCKY 


INDEFINITE. 


HERE is gossip in Kentucky breeding and rac- 

ing circles to the effect that an effort is being 
made, will be made or should be made (we've 
heard it those three ways) to bring about a co- 
operative arrangement between the Kentucky 
Trotting Horse Breeders’ Association and the 
Kentucky Association as regards racing grounds. 
The Kentucky Trotting Horse Breeders’ Associa- 
tion, which has a long and honorable history in 
the light harness racing world, is confronted 
with the necessity of restoring its grandstand, 
which was burned last fall. This association has 
not been making money and would be glad of an 
opportunity to reduce its overhead or increase 
its revenues. 

The Kentucky Association, which operates the 
oldest running plant west of the Allegheny 
Mountains, has not been prosperous lately. In 
fact, lack of funds and fear of further loss in 
days of the depression was given as the reason 
for failure to have a meeting last fall at Lex- 
ington. The track is fairly good, but the stables 
for the greater part are run down and horsemen 
complain that the stables are also badly in need 
of disinfection and renovation. 

According to the gossip, some leading men in 
each branch of the racing sport are of the 
opinion that something can and may be worked 
out whereby the running meetings could be 
transferred to the K. T. H. B. A. grounds. 

We have heard two suggestions. One is the 
purchase of the training grounds owned by 
Calumet Farm and Adjoining the K. T. H. B. A. 
grounds on the west, in order to get sufficient 
space for the building of a mile and an eighth 
track around the mile track, and to enlarge the 
stabling capacity. This would permit of the use 
of the same grandstand for trotting on one 
track and running on the other. 

The other suggestion is that a part of the 
Ingleside property on the south of the K. T. H. 
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B. A. grounds be bought and a running track 
put on that land. The grandstand in this event 
would be constructed with seating facing each 
of the courses, one for the trotters on the north 
and the other for runners on the south. It is 
urged that by this arrangement not only could 
the overhead for both plants be considerably 
reduced, but that the revenues could be increased 
by centralizing the horse training activities of 
this section of Kentucky. 

Saddle horses already are trained on and 
adjacent to the K. T. H. B. A. grounds, and if 
the runners should go there the three most im- 
portant branches of the light horse industry 
would be brought sufficiently close together to 
make it mutually beneficial in many ways. It 
would be like some of the plants in Europe. To 
have these larger and better equipped grounds 
would very likely bring about revival of the 
Blue Grass Fair, under a reorganization, which 
would be highly advantageous to Central Ken- 
tucky. 

It is argued further by those who appear to 
be taking deepest interest in the matter that 
under such an arrangement it would be possible 
to have both running and trotting at the same 
meeting if that should be desired. The greatest 
obstacle in the way of such an arrangement ap- 
pears to be the fact that the Kentucky Associa- 
tion would be unable to get more for its property 
—if it even could get as much—than the $100,000 
representing the preferred stock of its capitaliz- 
ation. The preferred stock is held principally by 
Lexingtonians. The common stock is held by the 
American Turf Association, except for a small 
proportion in the hands of Lexingtonians. The 
location of the Kentucky Association grounds is 
not good for high class residential building pur- 
poses. Whether or not anything comes of the 
matter, of course, remains to be seen. 


KENTUCKY DERBY DATES. 


No definite announcement as to the date on 
which the Kentucky Derby is to be run in 1932 
has been made, but the conjecture is that it will 
be May 7 or May 21, the date for the Preakness 
Stakes having been announced to be May 14. 
Dates for spring racing in Kentucky have not 
been fixed. 


HOWARD BLACK SUCCUMBS. 

It is with deep feeling of regret that THE 
BLoop-HORSE chronicles the passing of Howard 
Black, master of Silver Lake Stock Farm, near 
Frankfort, Ky., which occurred at his home about 
12 o’clock Saturday night, December 12. Inter- 
ment was in the Frankfort Cemetery Tuesday. 
Mr. Black, born September 3, 1866, was 65 years 
of age. He is survived by his wife, a son, Charles 
Black, and a grandson, Moses Black. Mr. Black 
was born on the farm on which he died. There 
his father bred trotters and in his young man- 
hood Mr. Black also bred and trained harness 
horses. Some 20 years ago, however, he turned 
his attention to Thoroughbreds and made a num- 
ber of excellent connections in various parts of 
the country. He was one of the most universal- 
ly well thought of men in the business and pos- 
sessed many fine traits, chief of which was his 
charity and benevolence. During the drought of 
last year he did much for the relief of suffering 
in Franklin County. On his farm there is a lake, 
the silver lake from which the farm gets its 
name. He not only opened this lake to the pub- 
lic, but he had his own farm truck rigged up 


with a tank and sent water to poor persons in 
distant parts of the county. His ailment assert- 
ed itself during the yearling sales at Saratoga 
last August. He had the attention of some of 
the best medical men in the country, but his case 
was beyond human aid. Knowing this, Mr. Black 
arranged with his son, Charles, to assume his 
duties on the farm and planned for the young 
man to carry on in the business with his mother. 
Quartered at Silver Lake Stock Farm at the 
present time are the stallion, Wise Counsellor, 
and approximately 70 broodmares and weanlings. 


DEATH OF WENDELL MORRISON. 

W. Wendell Morrison, 34, who maintained a 
small band of broodmares at Providence Farm, 
on Newtown Pike, near Lexington, died early 
Sunday morning, December 13, in a hospital at 
Louisville. The body was brought to Providence 
Farm and after services there Tuesday morning 
of this week, was interred in Lexington Ceme- 
tery. Mr. Morrison was the son-in-law of former 
State Senator Thomas A. Combs, who was also 
formerly Chairman of the Kentucky State Racing 
Commission. Senator Combs owns Providence 
Farm. Mr. Morrison is survived by his wife, 
Mrs. Mae Combs Morrison, his mother, Mrs. 
Kathleen Elgin Morrison, a sister, Mrs. Harold 
S. Norman, of Florida, and a brother, Elgin 
Morrison, of Frankfort, Ky. 


G. N. B. NOT WANTED. 


The General News Bureau, distributing racing 
information, to handbooks and poolrooms prin- 
cipally, very likely understands by this time 
that the officials of Lexington and of Fayette 
County are not keen about having its wires 
dropped within the county’s boundaries. After 
the city police raided its offices in the McClel- 
land Building, took away its records and phones, 
arrested its men, and had its manager, A. L. 
Sanford, held to the grand jury after trial in 
police court, the Bureau opened up in a house 
in the county, outside the city limits. County 
police raided that place and arrested the Bu- 
reau’s new manager, Louis Sutterlin, and its 
operator, A. T. Morgan. Meanwhile the Bureau 
had undertaken to secure an injunction against 
police interference, but Judge King Swope in 
the Fayette Circuit Court denied this. An ordin- 
ance has been presented to the City Commission- 
ers prohibiting the distribution of racing infor- 
mation for betting purposes within the city of 
Lexington by any agency and providing punish- 
ment for any telephone or telegraph company 
that carries the information, and at the same 
time making it a punishable offense to place a 
bet with a handbook. This ordinance’ will have 
action Friday of this week. The trials of Messrs. 
Sutterlin and Morgan are to be before County 
Judge Chester D. Adams on Thursday of this 
week. 


SUFFICIENT PROTECTION. 

When it was shown in the Circuit Court at 
Paris, Ky., last Saturday afternoon that James 
C. Ellis of Owensboro, president of the Dade 
Park Jockey Club, is possessed of $900,000 in 
real estate, oil holdings, bonds and cash, Judge 
H. Church Ford ruled that a forthcoming bond 
executed by the Dade Park Jockey Club with 
Mr. Ellis as surety is sufficient to protect the 
Commonwealth’s claim on $64,559.50 of the 
money attached at the track near Henderson 
during the race meeting last summer for back 
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taxes. Attorney General James W. Cammack had 
sought to compel Mr. Ellis as surety to pay the 
money into court. On December 16 further steps 
are to be taken in the case. The question at issue 
now is the ownership of the money at the time 
of attachment. The Commonwealth contends 
that it was the property of the Dade Park Jockey 
Club, attorneys for which claim it belonged to 
horsemen and to the betting public, representing 
the pooling of that day and the amounts due to 
horsemen for purses won and for deposits made 
by them. 


PIATT TO MAYOS. 

Thomas Piatt, accompanied by his son, Thomas 
Carr Piatt, left Lexington last Saturday night 
for Rochester, Minn., where he is to be examined 
and probably undergo an operation at the estab- 
lishment of the Doctors Mayo. The ailment is 
intestinal and the visit to Rochester is being 
made upon advice of Mr. Piatt’s local physician. 
A host of friends will be hoping that Mr. Piatt 
will return to Lexington completely recovered. 


HAGGIN—MOLLOY. 


Announcement is made of the date for the 
wedding of Miss Betty Haggin to James Mulligan 
Molloy, to be December 25 in the evening at Mt. 
Brilliant, near Lexington, the home of the 
bride’s parents, Col. and Mrs. Louis Lee Haggin. 
Mr. Molloy is Mrs. Hal Price Headley’s brother, 
son of the late Dr. P. H. Molloy and grandson of 
the late Judge James Hillary Mulligan. 

HOME FOR HOLIDAYS. 

Dan T. Morris, who trains the horses belonging 
to W. W. Vaughan, of Red Bank, N. J., is at his 
home in Lexington for the holidays. He will go 
to Red Bank about January 10 and take up his 
string, which are running out at Mr. Vaughn’s 
Old Orchard Farm, and transfer them to Benning 
track, Washington, D. C., where they are to be 
prepared for the 1932 campaign. 


AT PARADISE FARM. 

Joe F. Patterson has leased a portion of the 
Paradise Stock Farm on Russell Cave Pike, near 
Lexington, from Mr. and Mrs. James P. Headley 
and is wintering some horses there. Fred Morris 
is also there with the horses belonging to Mose 
Lowenstein which were not taken to Miami. 
They have made a straw ring for galloping and 
the horses are doing nicely. 


HEARING JANUARY 12.

STUD NEWS 


DEATH OF KING GORIN. 
ING GORIN, 18-year-old stallion, was de- 
stroyed December 10, at Al Smitha’s farm 
near Athens, Fayette County, Kentucky. The 
sire was blind and had been steadily declining in 
health for several months. 

A chestnut son of Transvaal (son of Com- 
mando) out of Ethel Simpson, by *Deceiver, 
King Gorin was bred by S. K. Hughes and Co. 
and raced under the colors of Col. R. L. Baker, 
who bought him as a yearling from the late Mr. 
Hughes for $1,000. Never a thoroughly sound 
horse, he ran once at two, winning a maiden 
race at Lexington by a nose. At four he won 
the Kentucky Handicap (now the Grainger 
Memorial), a mile and a quarter in 2:04 1-5, with 
Cudgel second and Roamer third. He won the 
Falls City Handicap in 1919, at the age of six, 
and the next year scored his second Kentucky 
Handicap victory, duplicating the time hung up 
three years earlier. His Turf record:

King Gorin made his first stud seasons at the 
farm of S. K. Nichols, under an arrangement 
between Colonel Baker and Mr. Nichols. After 
the death of Mr. Nichols he was included in the 
dispersal sale of the estate and was bought by 
W. M. Ingram and Al Smitha in partnership 
for $575. He remained at Mr. Smitha’s farm until 
his death. A few foals by him are due next year. 
With extremely meager opportunities, he got a 
number of good racers, including Roy (Cincinnati 
Trophy), Uncle Matt, Indianapolis, Uncle Luther, 
Col. Bob. 


BENTON FARM STALLIONS. 


Discussing the stallions Prince of Wales, Play- 
fellow and My Own, standing the coming season 
at Daniel C. Sands’ Benton Farm, Middleburg, 
Va., advertised on page 772 of this issue of 
‘THE BLOOD-HORSE, C. J. Fitz Gerald says: “Prince 
of Wales, bought at the dispersal sale of E. B. 
McLean’s Belmont Plantations Stud last May, 
is the youngest of the trio, and, in the opinion 
of experts, is destined to achieve distinction as 
a sire, not only on account of his fashionable 
breeding, but because of his superb individuality 
and brilliant Turf record. By High Time out of 
Sand Pocket, a good producing daughter of 
*Rock Sand, he possesses all the attributes of 
potentiality. In general conformation he is like 
High Time, but is a bigger and more robust horse 
than his sire. In color he is a true *Rock Sand, 
and has many of the characteristics of the 
family. With limited opportunities in his first 
year at Belmont Plantations, Prince of Wales 
got that clever 2-year-old Etcetera, winner of 
six races in good company, and for which $20,000 
was refused at Washington Park last Summer. 

“Prince of Wales won 23 races of a value of 
$54,245, among them the Pimlico Serial Handicap 
at six furlongs, in which he defeated such good 
horses as Macaw, *Happy Argo and Canter. In 
the W. P. Burch Memorial Handicap at Bowie, 
he carried 125 pounds and established a track 
record of 1:11 for six furlongs. With a view to 
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encouraging his friends and neighbors to pat- 
ronize his young horse, Mr. Sands is standing 
Prince of Wales at a moderate fee next season. 

“As the blood of *Rock Sand stands doubling 
up, it is likely that Mr. Sands will send some 
of the daughters of Playfellow to Prince of 
Wales. Playfellow, brother to Man o’ War, both 
being by Fair Play out of Mahubah, by *Rock 
Sand, is getting winners at Benton Farm. A 
horse of great substance with the best of feet 
and legs, Playfellow was a much better racehorse 
than he ever showed in public. 

“My Own, third sire at the Middleburg nursery, 
and the property of Rear Admiral Cary T. Gray- 
son (retired), is breeding well. He gets horses 
like himself, in color and conformation. The late 
W. P. Burch, who trained My Own, contended 
that the son of King James when at his best 
was the equal of any horse of his day. My Own 
was second only to Zev in the esteem of the 
Committee delegated to select a 3-year-old to 
meet the English Derby winner Papyrus, in 1923. 
He was on the ground ready to start in case 
of any mishap to the Rancocas colt, and would 
no doubt have acquitted himself honorably had 
the opportunity offered itself.” 

XENOFOL GOES TO HEATHER FARM. 

Xenofol, 4-year-old son of *Negofol out of 
*Xenita, by *Durbar II—Xenil, by Grey Plume, 
recently in training with the other horses of 
Walter H. Dupee, has been taken out of the 
stable and sent to the Heather Farm of John 
W. Marchbank in California to make the season 
of 1932 in the stud under private contract with 
mare owners. Xenofol, bred by Harry Burgoyne, 
was sold by Edward F. Simms to the late Gifford 
A. Cochran as a yearling. A growthy colt, he 
was not started at two. At three he failed to 
win but showed his class by finishing second to 
Gallant Fox in the Dwyer Stakes and third to 
Reveille Boy and Gallant Knight in the Ameri- 
can Derby. He showed exceptional speed in his 
works, according to Henry McDaniel, who 
trained him for Mr. Cochran. In September of 
his 3-year-old year he went wrong, but Mr. 
Dupee bought him out of the Cochran estate 
dispersal for $5,000 and won one race with him 
this year. Both his sire and his maternal grand- 
sire were grandsons of St. Simon and, through 
Grey Plume, he carries another cross of St. 
Simon’s sire, Galopin. 

EXCHANGE OFFERED. 

W. H. Timmons, 1010 N. North Street, Wash- 
ington Courthouse, Ohio, writes THE BLOOD-HORSE

*TEDDY’S PROGENY. 

The get of *Teddy, now at Kenneth N. Gilpin’s 
Virginia stud, continue to draw attention in 
French racing and breeding. One of his recent 
winners is Incessu Patuit, a 2-year-old filly which 
won the Prix Belfonds at Maisons-Lafitte Octo- 
ber 30 and later dead-heated in the Criterium of 
St. Cloud, a 2-year-old race at a mile and a 


quarter, worth about $3,000. The Prix Belfonds 
was at a mile and an eighth. Incessu Patuit won 
easily. She is out of Hurrybelle, by Hurry On. 

At the annual exhibition of Thoroughbred colts 
and stallions at Chantilly, the Commission des 
‘Haras purchased for the National Stud of France 
a 3-year-old son of *Teddy, Potiphar II, paying 
$20,000. He will stand for a limited number of 
mares, owned by French breeders, at a nominal 
fee, $25. Potiphar II, a good racer this year, is 
out of Lovely Clovelly, by Clarissimus, and is 
half-brother to *White Clover II, which finished 
an unlucky second in two important stakes in 
Maryland last month. 

November 11, at the St. Cloud course, the Prix 
de l’Elwage was run, a race in which the French 
Government has an option on the three placed 
horses. The judges for the Commission des 
Haras rejected the winner, Bleu de Chine, and 
chose the second horse, Duke of Wellington, 
which was giving the winner 14 pounds and lost 
by half a length. Duke of Wellington is by 
*Teddy out of Ponte, by Santo Strato. 


*POLYMELIAN TO MISSOURI. 

Manager Hugh Fontaine of Shoshone Stud, 
Lexington, acting for W. R. Coe, of New York, 
on Monday of this week leased *Polymelian to 
Herbert M. Woolf, and on the same day the 17- 
year-old son of Polymelus from *Pasquita, by 
Sundridge, was shipped to Mr. Woolf’s farm near 
Kansas City, in Missouri, where he will make the 
season of 1932. *Polymelian is the sire of a 
mumber of useful horses, his two best being 
Caruso and Karl Eitel. This leaves Pompey, 
Sweep On and Hustle On to stand at Shoshone 
the coming season, as advertised on page 768 of 
this issue of THE BLOOD-HORSE.

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IRECTORS of the Maryland Jockey Club met 
at Baltimore December 8, reelected officers 

for 1932, decided to have a steeplechase every 

day at the meeting next May 2 to 14, and ap- 

proved the following stakes schedule: 

May 2 Pimlico Home-bred Stakes, $2,500 added, 2- 
year-olds, four and one-half furlongs. 

May 3 Jennings Handicap, $3,000 added, 3-year-olds 
and up, six furlongs. 

May 5 Lady Baltimore Stakes, $3,000 added, 3-year- 
old fillies, one and one-sixteenth miles. 

May 7 Green Spring Valley Steeplechase Handicap, 
$3,000 added, 4-year-olds and up, two miles. 
Dixie Handicap, $15,000 added, 3-year-olds and 
up, one and three-sixteenths miles. 

May 10 Nursery Stakes, $5,000 added, 2-year-olds, four 
and one-half furlongs. 

May 12 Billy Barton Steeplechase, $2,500 added, regis- 
tered hunters, 5-year-olds and up, three miles. 

May 13 Pimlico Spring Handicap, $3,000 added, 3-year- 
olds and up, one and one-sixteenth miles. 

May 14 Preakness Stakes, $50,000 added, 3-year-olds, 
entire colts and fillies, one and three-six- 
teenth miles. 

The stakes schedule is the same as that for 
last spring, except that the name of the Pimlico 
Oaks has been changed to Lady Baltimore Han- 
dicap. The added money totals $87,000. The 
total distribution for the meeting, in stakes, 
purses and cups, will be $194,200. The 10 over- 
night steeplechase races will have a value of 
$2,000 each. The Preakness date will be later 
than for any year since 1921, and the fact that 
the big race will be run on the approximate date 
of the recent runnings of the Kentucky Derby 
has caused much speculation as to the date for 
the Derby. Closing date for the stakes, and also 
for the Pimlico Futurity of 1934, is January 11. 
See advertisement on page 766.

G. N. B. IS FINED $10,000. 

When the General News Bureau, Inc., refused 
to submit its records to the criminal court at 
Baltimore for scrutiny, Judge Eugene O’Dunne 
fined the concern $10,000 for contempt of court 
and ordered an investigation by the grand jury. 
William Burke, of Washington, and Morris A. 
Schwartz, of Brooklyn, N. Y., said to be agents 
in Baltimore for the General News Bureau, were 
also presented by the grand jury for having 
violated the Maryland corporation laws by 
failure to obtain a permit to operate in the State. 


STATISTICS FOR 1931. 

Maryland racing, better than racing in any 
other state, held its own in the face of the diffi- 
cult financial situation through which the country 
is now passing. But even in Maryland there 
was a decline in the amount of money distributed 
to horsemen, in the daily average distribution, 
and in the amount of money wagered in the 
pari-mutuel machines. From Baltimore comes a 
story which states that preliminary estimates of 
the amount of money wagered at the four main 
tracks, Pimlico, Laurel, Havre de Grace and 
Bowie, was about $46,000,000. If the figure is 
approximately correct, the total will prove the 


lowest since 1921, the first year in which com- 
plete figures were filed with the Maryland Racing 
Commission. The record, set in 1928, is $54,680,- 
165. Pimlico this year reduced its daily average 
distribution to $19,389.17. It had not fallen be- 
low $22,000 for several years. Last year it was 
$22,122.39. The other three major tracks made 
lesser cuts in their average distribution, the re- 
sult being that the total distribution for the 
State fell to the lowest figure since 1927, and 
the daily average to the lowest mark in more 
years than that. The following figures are taken 
from Daily Racing Form’s statistics:

Imp. CHALLENGER II is closely related to Sansovino, sire of the St. Leger \winner Sandwich, 
and other numerous good performers. Both are sons of Swynford, while Sansovino is out of Gon- 
dolette, dam of Great Sport, who sired the dam of Imp. CHALLENGER II. Harpy, dam of Orpen, 
winner of the Hardwicke and St. George Stakes, second in the Derby and St. Leger, and third in the 
2,000 Guineas, is by Swynford out of Flaming Vixen, the third dam of Imp. CHALLENGER II. 
The fact that Twenty Grand is by a son of Swynford out of a granddaughter of Persimmon makes 
the Greentree champion bred on somewhat the same lines as Imp. CHALLENGER II, which, in 
addition to being a son of Swynford, claims for his second dam a granddaughter of Persimmon. 

Imp. CHALLENGER II is a horse of superb symmetry, with great bone and hard flinty feet. 
He stands a trifle over sixteen hands and weighs 1.200 pounds. He cost Lord Dewar 5,000 guineas as 
a yearling. He was unbeaten at two, winning the Richmond and Clearwell Stakes in such convincing 
fashion that he was adjudged the third best two-year-old in England, two pounds below Diolite, who 
subsequently won the 2,000 Guineas. Believed capable of winning the Derby by his owner, whose 
death voided the colt’s engagements, Imp. CHALLENGER II became an ideal prospect for American 
racing. He was bought by Messrs. Brann and Castle with a view to winning the Arlington Classic, 
but injured a hock while in training at Beckhampton. Never thoroughly fit or acclimatized in_this 
country, Imp. CHALLENGER II showed phenomenal speed on various occasions before going lame 
last July when he was retired from the turf. 

Fred Darling, who trained Imp. CHALLENGER II, made the following comment when he was 
sold: ‘Lord Dewar and I thought him good enough to win the Derby and I am sorry to see him 
leave the country.”
